1, The bombs which exploded on 13 October at the headquarters of the Supreme 
War Council and at the home of General F. Reynolds, the president of the 
Council, were not the work of terrorists or Communists, as stated in the 
Argentine newspapers, but were the beginning of a series of acts which will 
take place in repudiation of Peron and the decisions which he has taken and 
will take against the cpposstion . 


2. Peron has requested the retirement of 16 admirals. Only four admirais 
are now on active duty, namely Villanueva, Machiavelli, Ibarborde, and 
a fourth not identified by source. Rear Admiral Victorio Maltesta, who 
is also being retired, was released from prison on 13 October because the 
charges against him were not sufficiently serious to warrant a prison 
sentence.

learned that Army and Navy officers who were involved in the 28 September 


revolt have been detained in various jalls throughout Buenos Aires. Seven 
Army officers, General Benjamin Menendez, Busetti, Larcher, Alzogaray, Llosa, 
and two others not identified by source are in the National Penitentiary, | 
where they are lodged with other criminals, wear the standard prison uniform, 
and are not permitted to receive visits from their immediate families. This 
treatment has caused considerable indignation on the part of fellow officers. 
Source also learned from this informant that on 1) October 18 Army officers 
25X1 succeeded in escaning to Montevideo by being transported in private automobiles

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He has been interrogated concerning the revolt and his connections with 
foreigners.
